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The amendment filed 12/31/03 is acknowledged. Claims 21-34 are being considered on 
the merits. 

Even though claims 33-34 are added, only claim 33 is mentioned in the first paragraph of 
the amendment filed 12/31/03. 

The amendment filed 12/31/03 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: 

The amendment at page 20, to replace " wherein the vessel is preadjusted to a 
temperature at completion of crystallization of L-aspartic acid" to " wherein the vessel is 
preadjusted to a temperature for completion of crystallization of L-aspartic acid" (emphasis 
added). These phrases have different meanings. The change in time fi"ame encompassed by the 
change in terminology constitutes new matter. 

It must also be emphasized that the context of page 20, in fact, pertains to a continuous 
process wherein other conditions such as temperature and residence time are required. This not 
clearly correlatable to the claim designated invention. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. 

Counsel's assertion that the error was introduced by translation of the application fi-om 
Japanese to English is noted. The assertions by counsel in this regard have not been 
substantiated with appropriate evidence. It is well settled that argimients by counsel do not 
constitute evidence. It is noted that the oath or declaration documents that the applicant 
reviewed the specification for errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention. 
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Claims 24-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

No basis or support is found in the as-filed specification for the cooling step in claim 24, 
specifically by "feeding the homogeneous solution into a vessel, wherein the vessel is 
preadjusted to a temperature for completion of crystallization of L-aspartic acid". 

The as filed specification recites " wherein the vessel is preadjusted to a temperature at 
completion of crystallization of L-aspartic acid" (emphasis added). See also the new matter 
objection to the specification, supra. 

Therefore, this material constitutes new matter and should be deleted. 

Claims 24-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 24 is vague, indefinite and confijsing in the recitation of "wherein the vessel is 
preadjusted to a temperature for completion of crystallization of L-aspartic acid" . The 
particulars of the process step intended are unclear even when reading the claim in light of the 
specification. Contrary to the material at Specification, page 20 et seq., the process as claimed is 
not a continuous process and there is no requirement as to temperature or residence time in the 
vessel in independent claim. 

See also the new matter rejection, supra. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fiiUy considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. 

It is respectfiilly noted that the as filed specification does not require that the temperature 
for completion of crystallization be preadjusted prior to crystallization 
No claim is allowed. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
